By Mr. Turner, a resolution that 
itis the sense of this Convention 
that the exchange of bonds of the 
Raleigh and Augusta Air-Line Rail- 
road bonds for depreciated State 
bonds should cease until the General 
Assembly could be heard from. 


By Mr. Jarvis, an ordinance to 
amend sec. 6. art. 2, repudiating 
special tax bonds and the bonds is- 
sued by the Convention of 1565. 

Mr. Badger moved to suspend the 
rulesandtake up the ordinance to 
relieve the disabilities of W. W. Hol- 
den, reported upon adversely this 
morning, and make it the special or- 
der for Wednesday next at 12 m., 
The motion to suspend was adopted, 
and the question was made the spec- 
ial order for that day. 

A inction to suspend the rules and 
take up the report of the Committee 
on the question of the per diem of 
the members ofthe Convention was 
lost by a vote of 49 to 50, many of the 
members having paired off and not 
voting. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

The ordinance reported by ihe Com- 
mittee on the Judicial Department, 
reducing the Supreme Court toa 
Chief Justice and two Associates, Was 
taken up as the special order. 

Mr. Albertson, rep., took the floor 
in Opposition to the measure. He 
held that the reduction proposed 
was a false principle of economy. He 
argued at some length upon the 
causes that led to the large number 
of appeals that came up to the Su- 


preme from the Snperior Courts. 


He believed that it was easier 
to intimidate three men than 
five men, and if it be a 
fact, as lias been charged 


throughout the State for years past, 
that our officials and our people are 
corrupt, it is easier to corrupt three 
men than it is tive. The Supreme 
Court of the State should bestrength- 
ened by the moral support of all leg- 
islation rather than weakened, The 
establishment of the homestead ex- 
emption by the Supreme Court had 
met with the support and endorse- 
mentof the people, and the Supreme 
Court could not be attacked without 
this measure being attacked also. 
he people already had some lurkivg 
suspicion that the homestead was to 
be mterfered with, and it would not 
do to do anything else that would 
further alarm our people. There 
was more in the question than that 
of mere econony. 

Mr. Buxton, rep., did notthink the 
Convention would entertain a more 
important subject than the one now 
beng considered, 

He thought any attempt to abridge 
the powers ef the Supreme Court 
would be doubted by the people.— 
Those who favored this measure de- 
sired to return fo the old customs, but 
he believed that the necessities of the 
present day demanded that there 
should be 5 Judges upon the Supreme 
Court bench. The clothes of the 
child will not suit for the grown per- 
sou, and the wants of a people few In 
numbers cannot supply the necessi- 
tles of that people when they shall 
have become more numerous and 
powerful, The increased prosperily 
of the State and the largely increased 
amcuut of litigation called for an in- 
increased amount of work at the 

ds of the Supreme Court. 


| han 
i Mr. Badger, rep., 


stated that he 


was not particularly wedded to either 
five or three members of the Supreme 
Court. He would confine himself, in 
discussing the question, to only one 
point. Other countries bad failed in 
sustainipg a Republican form of gov- 
ernment, and it was known and the 
philosophic historian acknowleJged 
that this fgilure resulted from the 
fact thatin no other country than 
this has there ever existed a judicial 
branch of the government indepenc- 
ent of and above Legislative powers, 
with power to order and enforce, and 
we should move carefully tn abridg- 
ing the power of our judicial branch. 
He only defended the Supreme Court 
of North Carolina, because he thought 
it had been the friend of the people. 

Mr. Manning, dem., of Chatham, 
said the only question before the 
Convention was, whether the Su- 
premme Court should be composed of 
three or five members. There was 
no intention toattack this body, or to 
take away any of its powers, but on 
the contrary to entrench it in the 
Constitution. The numbers of that 
body were no guarantee against cor- 
ruption; this guarantee must be 
found in the integrity of the individ- 
ual numbers of the body. He de- 
nied that the homestead of the good 
people of this State depended upon 
the tenure of office of the present 
members of the Supreme Court. The 
law giving this protection to the poor 
people of North Carolina was em- 
bedded in the heartsof the whole 
people, and there was bo wish to as- 
sail it by any party. The amenc- 
ment proposed was in no manner an 
attack upon the present Supreme 
Court, as there was no provision 
to turn out any of its members until 
their term of office shall have ex- 
pired. The largest number of prop- 
erty holdersin the State, at all al- 
fected by the Homestead Act, were 
known to bein the Democratic par- 
ty, and certainly his party had no 
desire to deprive their party friends 
ofthe protection thus affurded them, 
and hence the ery of danger in this 
quarter Was a useless with no 
foundation in faci. In the contest 
between the Legislature and the Sue 
preme Court, ifany such has taken 
place as the gentleman would seem to 
interest, the history of the State in- 
clines us to prefer three,for we passed 
through all the tempestuous scenes 
of the war with three, and the ju- 
diciary was never exhausted until 
the number was raised to five. 

Mr. Manning then moved the pre- 
vious question, which motion was 
sustained by a vole of 52 ayes, 49 nays

The people at preseit would jump 
over the magistrates’ court, and then 
over the Superior Court into the 
Supreme Court pen and then this 
pen should be made strongjto Keep 
the people from jumping over that. 
That was the way they did down in 
his country when they wanted to 
hold animals, and the more obstrep- 
orous these animals became the 
stronger was the pen made, [The 
Reporter will not attempt to report 
farther the:remarks of this delegate, 
suffice it to say that for ten minutes 
he expatiated upou the injustice to 
the people to reduce the number of

The report of the Committee on 
Legislative Department, recommend- 
ing that the bill to abolish the Senate 
branch of the Legislature do not 
pass, Was considered, and the bill 
laid upon the table. 

The resolution to amend the Con- 
stitution in relation tothe filling of 
vacancies in the CGieneral Assembly, 
Was, On motion, tabled. 

The ordinance to amend see. 3, art. 
%, relating to publie schools, was 
considered, The ordinance provides 
that each county of the State shall 
be divided into aconvenient number 
of districts, in whieh one or more 
public schools shall be maintained, 
atleast four monthsin every year; 
and the General Assembly = shall 
make suitable provision by law for 
the mapagement and regulation of 
the public schools, and for perfecting 
the system of free public instruction ; 
andthe children of the white race 
and the colored race shall foreyer be 
kept separate in the publie schools of 
this State. 

The Committee recommended that 
it do pass. 

Mr. Badger moved to postpone fur- 
ther consideration of the question 
until Monday, butsubsequentiy with- 
drew the motion, and took the floor 
inepposition tothe measure propos- 
ed, pending which the Convention 
adjourned until 10 o’clock to-morrow

The friends of the University of 
North Carolina hare every reason 
lo thank God and take courage. ‘he 
ceremonies of the re-opening of the 
Institution have just closed, and as I 
write, the two Literary Societies are 
in s@ssigoa, having been reorganized 
by the commiiitee appointed for that 
purpose. day has been bright 
and beautiful, September, was never 
more charming. The old college has 
donned her new dress, a delicate 
fawn relieved with brown. The re- 
pairs and improvements on the 
building, and the grounds reilect the 
highest encomiums on the diligence, 
thoroughness, and perfect good taste 
with which theyhave been carried on, 
Those who saw the collegelast spring 
are amazed at thetransformation. The 
noble gravel, walks have been re- 
opened, the grounds smoothed and 
cleared, the trees and shrubberies 
trimmed, while the buildings have 
been nearly all entirely renovated, 
repaired, white washed and painted 
and the works arestill going forward. 
The College Chapel is as neat and 
fresh as paint can make it, and two 
days ago, a party of the Chapel 
Hill ladies took possession of 
it, and decorated it for the Reo- 
pening with such taste and appro- 
priateness as the Iadies alone can 
show on these occasions. They ob- 
tained permission to bring duwn the 
portraits of the worthies who in for- 
mer times adorned and illustrated 
the annals of the College. These 
were hung round the face of the gal- 
lery withevergreen wreathes festoon- 
ing the space between. The pillars 
also were wreathed, Over the ros- 
trum were placed Dr. Caldwell and 
Gen. Davie, the founder of the insti 
tution and its first President. With- 
in the recess was Gov. Swain, oppo- 
site him at the otherend of the Hall 
was Gov. Graham and = around 
were Drs. Mitchell, Phillips, Hawks, 
Judge Ruffin, Manly and Badger.— 
Their familiar faces looked down on 
the familiar scene benignantly, and 
their presence seemed not only aten- 
der reminder of the past, but a sig- 
nificant pledge for the future of an 
Institution to which they had given 
the best thoughts and the best work 
of their lives. A single motto in let- 
ters of evergreen on a white ground 
over the rostrum, ‘‘Laus ex- 
pressed the feeling uppermost’ in 
every honest man’s heart there pres- 
ent: ‘Thank God.’’ 

At Il o’vioeK a. m. the procession 
was formed according to the pro- 
grammer, Join Hutehins, Esq., act- 
ingas Marshall, A. S. Barbee, Esq., 
and seyeral of the newly arriyed 
students, assistants. ‘ihe Salisbury 
Band afforded not the least item in 
the pleasure of the day. A band of 
gentlemen, they came promptly and 
generously at the call of the Univer- 
sity and gave us the best music in 
the State without fee or reward. <All 
honor aud thanks to them. On the 
arrival of the procession at the Cha- 
pel, Gov. Brogden, Judge Battie, 

Jr. Hlooper, Gov. Vanee, Dr. Phil- 
lipsand Profs. Mangam and Redd 
occupied the yastrum. The Trustees 
and other distinguished visitors the 
area im front. About fhfty of the 
tlorner boys (a comely erowd by the 
way) occupied seats behind them 
with the students of the University, 
While the galleries were packed with 
friends from the vieinity anu ebronad. 
I have seldom seen the ehapel more 
fully occupied, or witha more re- 
spectable or a nore deeply interested 
audience. 

The band gave “Au/d Lang Syne” 
in beautiful style. here were bearis 
full and eyes overflewing at the mem- 
ories awakened by that strain. 

Key. Dr. Hooper oifered a prayer. 
This thrice veuerable and beloved 
gentleman, who was himself a siu- 
dent more than 70 years ago, forms 
the only link now surviving with 
those carly days, und it seemed a pe- 
culiarly happy circumstance that he 
should be present ai the revival, after 
the long and death-like swoon of the 
college which he knew in itsinfaucy. 
His prayer was devout, tender and 
trustful, Prof. Redd then read the 
opening hymn (which was sung to 
the good old tune, Coronation,) com- 
posed for the oecasion by Mr. W. A. 
Betts, a son of the Rev. Mr. Betts, of 
the Methodist Church, who gradua- 
ted here more than twenty yeurs ago, 
and married one of the prettiest girls 
in Chapel Hill during his Senior va- 
cation. He has brought his sons up 
to love his Alma Mater, it is evident:

Dr. Phillips then rose, making a 
short address as to the objects and 
aims of the founders of the Univers 


sity. It was said eighty years ago 
that they meant to establish a 
school of sound learning, “with- 
out cither polities or religion,” 
that is without wodue influ- 
ences from party or sect. This 


policy he endorsed, and meant to se- 
cure its adoption as in the days *‘be- 
fore the war.’’ He then introduced 
Gov. Brogden to the audience, 

Very few persons present were not 
agreeably surprised with our Gover- 
nor’s address, It was aspeech full 
of animation, imbued with the best 
spirit of the age, wasting no time in 
vain regrets, but pointing forward 
and onward. Full too of informa- 
tion of the best kind, showing that 
Gov. Brogden keeps himself well 
abreast of modern progress in his 
reading, and is wide awake to the 
importance of education, technical 
and profersional, as well as classical ; 
and as to the best methods 
acon‘ed, not only in this country but 
in Eirope. We were not only sur- 
prised, but highly entertained, and 
not only entertained, but instructed.

repare so elaborate a discourse, and 

@ present at the re-opening. He 
has largely increased the number of 
his friends in this vicinity. Sone 
exceedingly well timed compliments

Brogden 
with a few very happy and well 
chosen remarks, expressing the emo- 
tions which almost overpowered him 
on revisiting these beloved scenes, 
under such cheering auspicis, and 
introducing Judge Battle as the next 
orator of the day. 

Gov. Vanee is always felicitous, 
and knows exactly what to say and 
when tostop. In conclusion he re- 
marked that perhaps his eyes were 
dim, but it seemed to him surveying 
the throng before him that the 
daughters were prettiog than their 
mothers used to be, 

The Governor’s eyea were doubtless 
dim as he spoke—dim for the mo- 
ment, as many others were—but the 
accuracy of his vision is beyond all 
cavil, and especially where pretty 
girls are concerned. There were some 
in that old chapel to-day as fair as 
Commencemeit sun ever shone on— 
and I cannot say more. I have never 
seen anywhere finer types of female 
beauty than North Carolina has a 
way of sending up to Chapel Hill on 
these occasions. For delicacy of 
complexion, refinement of features 
and bewitching grace ofairand man- 
ner, commend me toa thoroughbred 
North Carolina girl. Judge Battle's 
address took a backward survey of 
the history of the University. He 
gaveus ae condensed and bighly in- 
teresting account ofits foundation, 
sketches of its moste distinguished 
sons and a resume of the intluence it 
has exerted on the history of the 
State. The portraits by which he 
was surrounded suggested impromp- 
tu reflections, such as occur to every 
man of taste and sensibility on such 
an occasion. These men had been 
his friends and counsellors—some of 
them life long The tributes which 
he took occasion to pay their 
memory were eloquent and 
most touching. Gov. Brogden poin- 
ted us forward, Judge Battle’s was 
the tenderer task to awaken the 
echoes of memory, and bid us Rem- 
ember, Resemble, and Persevere. 
Our tears were yet hardly dry for the 
most iilustrious son whom the U ni- 
versity has ever given the State. Gov. 
Graham's noble countenance look- 
ing down on his friends must have 
brought thronging recollections, and 
thoughts that lie ‘too deep for teais.”’ 

We hope that both Gov. srogden 
and Judge Battle’s addresses will be 
printed; though both were necessarily 
prepared hastily and amid the pres- 
sure of official and profesional duties, 
yet both are intrinsically valuable, 
and sheuld be widely read.
